As there are no other openings in the structure, it is 
necessary to perforate the bronze door so as to allow 
air to reach the interior of the mausoleum. 

These perforations or openings must be part of the 
design of the door and the problem, therefore, is to de- 
sign a door, the principal feature of which shall be a 
single figure with or without accessories, but incor- 
porated in the design must be perforations for venti- 
lation.

CLASS “A” & “B?” ARCHAEOLOGY II PROJET 
“4 CAMBODIAN TEMPLE” 


While historic data is confined to legends concerning 
the origin and history of Cambodian Architecture, there 
is no finer or more glorious shrine in the Orient than 
the great temple of Angkor-Vat, completed in the first 
half of the Seventh Century A.D. by the Khmers. This 
temple is particularly interesting from an architectural 
point of view, as a wonderful study of plan, mass and 
detail. The plan is rectangular with a pagoda or tower 
at each corner and a great central pagoda surrounded 
by four other pagodas as a crowning feature. 

The pre-eminence of Angkor-Vat over other Hindu 
temples lies in its simplicity and restraint. Angkor has 
its profusion of ornament, but the general impression 
is harmonious. 

This problem is the design of the central pavilion of 
such a temple, and in plan is not to exceed one hundred 
feet, and in height is not to exceed two hundred fifty 
feet. The interior is taken up with stairways leading 
to a large room at the top.

“a FIRE HOUSE” 


In a city of about 150,000 inhabitants, the City 
Council has decided to build a fire house. The fire 
house is to be built in a congested district of the city 
and is to be situated on a lot at the intersection of two 
streets, one of which is 80 feet wide from building line 
to building line, the other 60 feet wide from building 
line to building line. The lot is rectangular in shape 
with a frontage of 150 feet on the wider of the two 
streets and a frontage of 100 feet on the narrower of 
the two streets. Both streets are equally accessible for 
the fire apparatus. —The Committee on Civic Design 
has been requested to pass on the drawings, as_consid- 
erable interest has been aroused throughout the city in 
the design of municipal buildings. 


The fire house is to hold a fire engine company and 
a hook and ladder company. The crew of each company 
live on the premises, preferably on the second floor. 
The crew of a fire engine company consists of seven 
men and one officer to each shift and there are two 
shifts. The crew of a hook and ladder company con- 
sists of eight men and one officer to each shift and there 
are two shifts. The overall length of a fire engine is 
seventeen feet. ‘The overall length of a hook and lad- 
der is forty-two feet. The overall length of the offi- 
cers’ automobile is fifteen feet, six inches. The fire 
house should accommodate one fire engine, one hook 
and ladder and one automobile. A kitchen should be 
placed on the first floor for the crews. Toilet accom- 
modations should preferably be placed on the second 
floor. Proper facilities should be arranged for super- 
vision and control. Perfect access to the street for ap- 
paratus is vital. The building is free-standing and must 
not cover over approximately 50% of the lot. The first 
story should be twenty feet in the clear. The second 
story should be ten feet in the clear.

“A HYDRO-ELECTRIC STATION” 


‘A” III ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 


The power house of a Hydro- Electric Station, which 
is the subject of this problem, is 150 feet long, parallel 
to the river and 60 feet wide and is to consist of a 
basement 12 feet high, in which the turbines will be 
installed 8 feet above normal water level, and an open 
operating floor not less than 30 feet high which will 
house the electric generators and other apparatus. 

‘The water supply comes from a point 300 feet above 
the power house in pipes carried at an angle of 60 de- 
grees to the basement of the power house, where the 
turbines are located. The water then passes from the 
turbines out into the river from openings below the 
basement floor. 

As the State Highway follows the opposite side of 
the river and the surplus water is carried over a dam 
beside the power house, this problem is regarded as an 
opportunity for architectural treatment which will add 
distinctly to the beauty of a park system.

‘““a PENDENTIVE IN THE ROTUNDA OF A 
PUBLIC LIBRARY” 


The four pendentives under the dome of the vestibule 
of a public library are to be decorated with figures and 
attributes symbolizing History, the Drama, Poetry, and 
Romance. 


The black and white print submitted herewith illus- 
trates one of these pendentives showing its height above 
the floor. The interior of the rotunda is composed of 
Travertine Stone treated as shown in the print, the 
hatched spaces marked “A” and “B”’ being available 
for decorative painting. 

Space “‘A”’ is to be occupied by a painting of a figure 
or figures in full color typifying one of the themes men- 
tioned above. The surrounding surface marked “B” 
is to be painted in Grisaille in a semblance of sculptural 
relief which may, however, at the option of the student, 
be represented against a background of flat color. The 
design of this sculptural relief is to contain trophies or 
symbols pertinent to the branch of literature symbolized 
in the painting placed in the surface ‘““A”’ and the com- 
position will be judged largely on the successful treat- 
ment of the surfaces ““B” as a transition between sim- 
ple architectural form and highly colored pictorial 
decoration.
